Electrical fixtures will be replaced 
where needed. Plastering will be re- 
paired. The old gym, which is now- 
being used as a W P V woikroom. is 
going to be remodeled into a game 
room. 

The painting of the interior of the 
building, which was tempoiarilv halt- 
ed during the Vacation, will be com- 
pleted. 

Our building will be quite modern 
and up-to-date when the work is 
finished.
